The Missouri Historical Society here is giving a party and 
the thought occurred to us that we might use Confederate money 
to buy drinks at the bar. *ty thought is that we could sell a 
$10 bill for 10^ on the dollar, or $1,00, and then have the 
price of the drinks $10 in Confederate money. There will be 
about liOO people at the party and we will be able to get 
back the money as fast as they spend it on the bar and I 
would like to see if we can get some for the purpose. 

In the tremendous load of paper money which you have, do 
you have any of the very common bills in such condition that 
they would not be of particular sale value which we could 
either buy or borrow for the purpose. 

I think a lot of people will take them home as souvenirs and 
if they do you can have the money for the missing tills. 

That ought to be a good gamble, or if you felt that was too 
much you could split the money with the Historical Society, 

I don’t think it will be of particular importance whether 
they are bills of the Confederacy or ones of the State Hanks 
of the South, I believe you have envelopes full of Bank 
of Augusta, Mechanics Bank of Georgia, etc. Any of those 
banks or Confederate notes would be ideal. The denomination 
should be $5.00 and up, 

I certainly wish I could get to New York but, unfortunately, 
have not had the opportunity.

Lear Eric: 

Our April sale is currently being printed, and 1 have coinnienced work 
on a smaller June one. I wish I could figure out some way to cut down on 
what I put into these catalogs, but I seem obsessed with the idea of put- 
ting out reference works. 

Since you returned the Paper Money lot I have not had a chance to work 
on it. However, nothing has been touched that is of importance to you, and 
when I get back to the office full time. I'll certainly get to it. Please 
be patient. 

About your party idea. We had a large number of common, used C3A and 
related notes which we sold to a Plastics manufacturer at a very good 
price. At this writing, we have about 20C C.S.A. notes, $5» to $100., 
which would seem appropriate to your purpose. However, some of these 
are scarce types ( 9 / 2/61 notes), and the lot would average out to your 
$1. per bill idea, should anybody retain any as souvenirs. Even the 
commonest, authentic CSA note retails at 60-75^ over the counter today. 

As vdth Gold Eollars and other items, the junk is just about up to the 
bottom of the good stuff because of all the newcomers. 

Te?d me how manj’’ bills you need. Y'e will lend them to you, hoping 
tiiat no one wipes ip the wet bar Y;ith them. I would not have the heart 
to stick the Society at retail, on the other hand, af we cid sell the 
lot, we would have nothing for kids, etc., over the counter. Used notes 
are better for this purpose than new ' 6 ii ones, because the new ones do 
not look real. 

If ycu need more than 200, we'll have to get them for you,

Thank you for your letter of November 27, 1956. 

I received a most appreciative answer from Olga Raymond with 
respect to the letter which I just wrote her. She is certain- 
ly very much upset and it la very hard for her to make decisions 
in the emotional state resulting from Wayte ' jS death* From her 
letter it seems as though she has made a deal for five editions 
of the Standard Catalogue on the basis of ^0% of the profits 
to her and ^0% to Faxon but it is not formalized. An ad, how- 
ever, has been sent in to the Numismatist • She says that Walter 
was asked to bring the work up to date, in the evenings, and 
was being paid directly by her. What I don*t understand is 
whether Walter is operating independently or has a duty of 
loyalty to you. His willingness to work for Mrs* Raymond makes 
it possible for her to keep tlie catalogue going. Whether this 
is enough to keep its goodwill is questionable and, apparently, 
Mrs. Raymond *3 lawyers feel that she should dispose of it al- 
together. 

I, frankly, don't feel that the arrangement is a very sound one. 
As far as the Coins of the World are concerned she tells me 
that you and Christenson are both interested but, apparently, 
no decision has been made on that. 

I can certainly understand your unwillingness to work on the 
Standard Catalogue on an interim basis and I certainly can 
understand her position in wanting to retain ownership of the 
catalogue. Whatever moral commitments she has made or whatever 
legal commitments she havS made, it is still perfectly possible 
for you to buy out her position because I believe that unless 
there is mutual cooperation among dealers in working items into 
the catalogue which they feel are justified, the catalogue will 
lose its goodwill. If five edit' ons are published without any 
professional numismatic assistance I imagine that the catalogue 
will not be worth while to keep alive* Mrs. Raymond feels that 
you had a change of heart when you heard how many orders Ur* 
Faxon had. Apparently she is hurt because you turned Wayte 
doum on the specialized edition and turned Faxon down on the 
interim edition after Wayte died.
